VASCO, THE SWORD BENDER 

More than four hundred years ago, when nearly everyone believed 
that the earth was flat and that ships would fall over the side if they 
sailed too far out in the ocean, there lived a boy named Vasco 
da Gama. 

He was much stronger than usual for boys his age, as he could 
bend his father's heavy steel sword until it almost broke in two. The 
fame of his wonderful strength spread throughout the city and people 
called him Vasco, the Sword Bender. When Vasco 
was only thirteen years old he went to war. He 
sat upon a large horse and wore a suit of armor 
twice his own weight. Two men had to help him 
get on or off his horse and unbuckle the iron suit. 
Vasco da Gama fought in many battles and was 
rewarded for his bravery by becoming the captain 
of a warship. He learned a great deal about sailing 
and soon became a skillful navigator He was as brave a sailor as he 
had been a soldier and took the warship into parts of the ocean that 
were uncharted.
